The Currency Excitement 
__It would appear that periodically, upon 
the approach of the fall or.winter months, 
Wore destined th have a retarn of the 
eurrency psuic, during which some of 
the Wisconsin or Illinois banks as regu- 
larly go to protest aa the time comes 
round, 

The questions naturally arise, whose 
fault is this? Where lics the trouble? 

Many, if not most, of our merchants, 
are disposed to lay the blame upon our 
city banks, who are accused of getting up 
the panic, to subserve their own interests, 
hut in what way, all are not agreed. Some 
say the objeot is to obtain a ciroulation for 
Georgia and other money, and others, that 
the intention is to raise the rate of ex- 
change, so 28 to make money out of the 
public. : 

The truth of the matter, howover, is that 
the Bankers are governed in this matter 
by tho inevitable laws of trade—the ques- 
tion of demand and supply. For some time 
back exchange had been plenty; every- 
body who eould, was engaged in paying 
his debts; produce wont forward rapidly ; 
currency was in demand to moyo the pro- 
ductions of the country; in fine, a general 
liquidation was the order of the day. This 
demand for currency was met by the crea~ 
tion of new banks of issue, most of them 
in inaccessible places, and very soon more 
money was put in circulation than was 
wanted by the requirements of trade. The 
consequence was that a ro-action com- 
menced, and that re-action hs been has- 
tened by the fact, that, since the last 
panic, the manufacturing industry of our 
city and country has beon paralyzed, and 
consequently does not begin, during the 
fall and winter months, to employ that 
large amount of currency which it pre- 
viously did. The result has been tbat our 
bankers havo not been able to find employ- 
ment for the vast amount of currency now 
upon their hands, a largo portion of which 
is not convertible, except at a great ox- 
pense and risk. At this time thero isa 
pressing demand for exchange to meet 
Eastern liabilities, caused by the fact that 
the extended circulation of irresponsible 
banks bas cronted an artificial demand for 
the products of the East, over and above 
the ability of our people to pay. Thus 
the wholesale merchant, has goods in his 
store for which he must remit. He calls 
upon the retailer to pay up. The latter 
sends him plenty of inconyertiblo money; 
but he cannot pay in that. He must get 
exchange from his banker. The latter 
cannot of course, create it out of nothing : 
ho has not yet discovered tho philosopher's 
stone. He is, in fact, nothing more or 
lesa than than our agent or cashier. aud if 
we have traded beyoud our immediate 
ability to pay, and our creditors are clam- 
orous, our cashier can do no more than 
show us the empty cash box, and teil us to 
look to somo other source for a supply. It 
is simply nonsense to blame the Banks for 
what they cannot help themselves. The 
exchange governs them as well as us. It 
is the oheck to overtrading. If we go and 
demand the means of paying our debts 
from them, they must obtain those means 
from some source, nnd what source more 
natural than that which is owing them; 
than thot which originally created thoso 
debts? Qur banks now carry nearly two 
millions of this Illinois and Wisconsin cur- 
reney. Two banks in this city probably 
hold over $1,000,000 of it. In single in- 
stances, ef the currency of some of these 
inaccessitle banks they hold from ten to

Crittenden and Douglas in Kentucky, 
From the Washington Union. 

The elections of the month have stri- 
kingly indicated the temper of the country 
towards the administration of Mr. Buchan- 
an, and towards the policy of tho Demo 
eratic party as represented by the Presi- 
dent. In Kentucky this judgment of the 
masses has been recorded in a manner 
peculiarly emphatic, although Kentucky 
has been long the stronghold in the South 
of the opponents of Democratic Presidents 
and of the entire Democratic policy. In 
that once uncompromising and imperious 
Whig State, the people have availed them- 
selves of the election of a mere clerk of a 
court to testify in a most unequivocal 
manner their approval of the policy of the 
Administration, and their utter condem- 
nation of the resistance which even their 
ablest, most popular and prominent fellow- 
citizen made to that policy in the last 
session of Congress. In the elcotion of 
the most subordinate of their State officers, 
in whose fortunes or functions they can bo 
supposed to feel no peculiar interest, the 
people of Kentucky have rallied to the 
polls with remarkable enthusiasm, and, 
by an unprecedented majority, registered 
a vote of censure against Mr. Crittenden, 
his obnoxions affiliations last winter, and 
his whole scheme of a “people's party,” 
which will effectually oxtinguish his aspi- 
rations for the Presidency, and crush all 
the efforts which havo been made in the 
Scuth to organize against the Domocratic 
party aud combine with the Binck Repub- 
licanas of the North. The failure of Mr. 
Crittonden in organizing such a movement 
in his own State proves conclusively 
cnough that there is no chance for its suc- 
cess in any other State: and the South 
may be set down as n unit for the Admin- 
istration aud the Democratic party, in any 
contest that cau arise for several years to 
come, with the Black Republican onemy of 
the North. 

But the vole of Kentucky is not merely 
a crushing blow to the aspirations of Mr. 
Crittenden and the “people's party’ move- 
mont, in which he was engaged; it is alao 
a terrible rebuke to Mr. Douglas, who, at 
the time of the voting in Kentucky, was 
engaged in Illinois in extoling the pertcc- 
tions of the Crittenden bill, and in *glori- 
fying” the Americans and Black Republi- 
cans who supported it in Congress. The 
Winois senator had succeeded by intrigue 
in seducing a portion of the Kentucky De- 
mocracy from the support of the orthodox 
measures of their party. Though evjoy- 
ing the aid and comfort of this disappoin— 
ted faction, the course of himself and Mr. 
Crittenden has been emphatically repudi— 
ated by the people of Kentucky; and the 
Crittenden bill, its heretofore cherished 
author, its motely coalition of supporters, 
and its apostate panogryest, have been re- 
pudiated by a popular majority of twelve 
thousand vote: Such is the verdict againt 
Mr. Douglas of a Southern State, among 
whose Democracy he had been more pop- 
ular, and in which the circumstances con- 
spiring to give hima favorable verdict 


twenty thousand dollars, Send it home 
for redemption, and the banks dare them 
to protest, as has often heon dono, and 
within the past few days. With a largo 
amount of such funds on hand, and a 
pressing demand for exchange, it cannot 
be expected, indeed it would be impossible 
for the banks to carry our merchants 
through the winter. 

Certainly, if there is a large amount of 
this money in bankers’ vaults, and no 
means at hand for its profitable employ- 
ment, it is only right and just that those 
who havo pledged themselves to redeem it 
should do so at a rensonable rate. 

On the other hand, should there not 
now be a check placed upon this unlimited 
issue of currency, before the spring is 
upon us, every monetary and mercantile 
interest would be prostrated, and a revul- 
sien of tho most disastrous character 
sweep over the entire country. 

The fact that the bankers are seeking 
exchange by compelling the country banks 
to redeem, shows that the merchants ore 
most pressing in their demands upon them. 
‘The bankers themselves are mere buyers 
and sellers of the commodity. When it is 
abundant, they aro compelled to put down 
their rates; when it is scarce, they are 
glad themselves to buy it at’ advanced 
prices. 

We observe that the following resolu 
tions wore passed at the mecting of mer- 
chants held at Metropolitan Hall: 

Resolved, That we believe in a sound, convertible 
currency, and that if apy of tho currency, or the bills 
of any of the banks now in circulation im this elty be 
inconvertible, it is the duty of our bankers and bi 
ets public generally, to adopt stich measures as will 
reuder thei conyerthile into coin or New York ex- 
change as early as possibi 

Resolved, That we will sustain sur banks in every 
effort made in good faith to ratire inconvertible 


s believo Wiscoosin currency to 
be well secred, and if any of the banks in that State 
refuse to redecm, wo will nevertheless take their 
issues at par and place it in tho bunds of some banker 
who will send it home for redemption. 

Kesoleed, That we recommend tho people not to 
sacritice on this money, as wo believe it to be perfect: 
Jy Well secured and ultimately good. 


Mr. Hinsdale offered the following reso- 
lution, as additional to the report of the 
committee = 


Reselved, That tho bankers of Chicago be requested 
lo receive ‘on deposit all bank bills which may bo 
deemed by them to be amply secured, and to make 
such arrangements for stopping tho isaus of bank 
notes issued at inaccessible points as will have the 
desired effect without depreciating the isenes in the 
luands of the laboring classas. 


The first and second of these resoluions 
certainly sustain the late nction of our 
bankers in relation to Wisconsin money. 
They acknowledge, in so many words, that 
our bankers acted in self-defence, and in 
accordance with the legitimate laws of 
trade. 

The third resolution is very well, as 
long as tho merchants stiok to it, and they 
can only do so by putting higher fignros 
upon their merchandise than they now sell 
st, for they must of course pny the cost of 
redemption. They will stick to this reso- 
lution so long as thoy can afford to, and no 
longer. 

The fourth resolution is good, so long as 
the merchants ore able to carry out the 
third, and no longer. 

The resolution of Mr. Hinsdale wejudgo 
to be unnecessary, as it is certain the first 
law of nature—self-preservation—will com- 
pel the banks, in fact has alroady compel- 
led them, to act in accordance with it. 
Aud this itis which has caused tho present 
commotion. 

So it will be scen, that, after all the 
merchants have sustained tho bankers in 
this matter. And why should they not? 
‘Their interests in the matter are precisoly 
thesame, Both are governed by the law 


wero far stronger, than in any other State 
of the South. 
Tho voto of Kentucky will teach Mr. 


Douglas that, however successful he may 
ho in dividing the Democratic party ina 
portion of the North, there iano quarter 
of the South in which he can hope to be 
regarded in any other character than as a 
disorganizer and an apostate. 


Desperate and Cruel Mu 


A Father Kills His Ohild to Save Her from 
Starvation. 


rde: 


Chiengo is again startled with the cruel 
realities of murder. We have hardly re- 
covered from tho terrible shock inflicte. 
upon our moral sensibilities by the bloody- 
mindedness of a Busch, before we are 
called upon to chronicle a buchery equally 
revolting, though, perhaps, attended by 
circumstances of an extenuating charne- 
ter. 

The circumstances of this most heart- 
rending case are as follows : 

A Bohemian named Yohan Nehastle, re- 

siding on Butterfield strect, north ef Old 
street, about two miles south of the Court 
House, on Friday night lost his youngest 
child by starvation. It appears he has 
been but one month in America, and is 
unable to speak a word of the English 
tongue. He is a poor cabinet maker, and 
bas been unable to obtain employment 
Becoming desponding and hopeless of bet- 
toring his circumstances, he has for several 
days determined on the bold resolve of 
killing his childron. On Friday the 
Youngest died from cxhaustation, brought 
on by want of food. Yesterday morning 
he and his neighbor were making a rude 
pine coffin in which to bury her, when he 
suddenly picked up an axe and went up 
stairs. Ivmediately after, his neighbor 
heard a scream and followed him up stair 
when ho saw the miserable Nehastle wil 
tho axe in his hand dripping with blood, 
and the little child Maric with her head 
Inid open and gasping for breath on the 
floor. Horror-stricken, ho turned to go 
down stairs, and the inhuman father fol- 
lowed him. On reaching the kitehen the 
miserable man requested him to cut his 
throat and then turned round, holding his 
head, ag if distracted, aud mado across 
the prairie, screaming with agony. 
A police saw him and took hit back to 
the house; when, learning the circum- 
stances of the case, he at onco arrostod 
him. ‘The ehild is abont five years of age. 
Mrs. Nobastle heard the scream, and look- 
ed from another room into that in which 
the murdey was done, and seeing her hus- 
band in the nct of withdrawing the axe 
from the child’s head, shut the door with 
fright. A diflieult and protracted inquest 
was held on the body before coroner Ian- 
sen, ‘When the unfortunate man was com- 
mitted for trinl for wilful murder. We 
think from all we have loarned of this 
most fearful cago, that itis but charitable 
to offer tho extenuating circumstance of 
pororty and starvation ‘on behalf of tho 
miserable fathor, as there is little doubt 
his despondency' was brought on by the 
death of his youngest child, from want of 
food ard nourishment. Wo live in strange 
times, indeed. Wo know what is transpi- 
ring at the remotest corners of the earth, 
but are ignorant of the misery and death 
which happens in ourown midst—Chicaga 
Herald.
